Strong Man Armed! Armed by this 
great debauch of Flumane Natare, by 
the early pefſeſion of Vice, and habits 
of Sin well nigh as old as our being ; ha- 
bits which make the ſame Seed of Origi- 
nal Sin, bring forth in ſome 1 entn ſome 
Fifty, in others an Hunarcd Fold, That 
is indeed the Cockatrices Egg, but it is

Whither can we fly ? but to 
im that has conquered Death for us, to 
him that ne our Natures without 
our Corruption ; tis he that mu3t redeem 
ns from the Tyranny and Dominion of 
it, 
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it, and he that was tempted, and yet 
knew no ſin, he only can deliver us from 
the Power and Prevalence of Temp: ati- 
on; his Grace may be ſufficient for ws, 
and through his Strength we may do all 
things ; Let us therefore with Zeal and

Hen I ſpeak of 
the Necelility of 


vation 
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vation of the Chriſtian ; I under- 


ſtand not ſuch a neceflity as would 
ſet bounds and limits to the Mercy 
of God, or utterly exclude from Hea- 
yen all ſuch whom God has denied 
a poſſibility of partaking of that Sa- 
crament ; nor ſuch a Neceſlity as a- 
riſes from the Nature of the Work 
or Duty it ſelf, without reſpe& to 
the reaſon and end of its Inſtitution, 
or the Will of the Inſtitutor : But 
the Neceſſity I ſpeak of, is ſuch as a» 
riſes from the Will and Pleaſure of 
Almighty God in making it the or- 

dinary means of Salvation. 
Salvation is the Gift of God, and 
'twas -in his power to grant it unto 
men on what terms he pleaſed : Now 
he having thought fit to inſtitutte the 
Sacrament, and command the uſage 
of it, and in his Word to declare it one 
of the outward means of Salvation ; 
We muſt expe&t Salvation in thar, 
and in no other way than that which 
God has appointed ; and on no 0- 
L 2 ther 
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ther Terms than thoſe on which, 
God has promiſed it. Conſequently, 
the exterhal participating of the 
Lord's Supper is ſo neceſſary tothe 
Salvation of the Chriſtian , that 
without it Salvation is not inan or- 
dinary manner to be expected. 

As for thoſe to whom God has de. 
nyed the ordinary means of Salvati. 
on, (his Word and Sacraments, we 
may ſay of them as the Apoſtle does 
in another caſe, What have we to doe 
with them that are without 5 Nor will 
their Caſe afford better grounds for 
us to hope for Salvation, 1n the ſame 
way in which God may poflibly be- 
ftow it on them, than God's Care of 
Mojes in the Mount, or of Elie in 
the Famine, to hope for a miracu- 
lous preſervation of our Bodies 
when there is no neceſſity for it ; or 
that Ravens ſhould feed us, when we 
are bleſſed with plenty, Conſe- 
quently , all ſuch Perſons, as live 


within the Boſome of {ſuch a Church 
245 |. 
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as does require no manifeſtly finfull 
Terms of Communion, (if of Age 
and - Capacity to receive the tacra- 
ment) they cannot neglet it with- 
out a manifeſt and apparent hazard 
of their Salvation, And this I pre- 
ſume to be no other Doctrine than 


what God himſelf has taught us in 


the Holy Scripture, the proof of 


which I ſhall confine to ſuch Argu- 


ments as may be drawn from thence. 
As firſt, that it is neceſſary to our 
Union with Chriſt.

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The Apoſtle hear ſpeaks of the $a. 
crament, not only as a Symbol of 
Charity, and a means of uniting the 
Members of Chriſt to one another ; 
but likewiſe as a means of Union 
unto Chriſt ; For the Body with 
which we are there ſaid to be united, 
and to be one, cannot be underſtood 
only of the Church, which is ſome- 
times ſtyled the Body of Chriſt ; 
and by urfion, with which we may 
be {aid to be united unto Chriſt ; for 
2s in the natural Body, the union of 
a particular Member to the Body, is 
the means by which it is united un- 
to the Head : So it 1s in the Body 
ſpiritual, the union of a particular 
Member to the Church of Chriſt, 
which is called his Body, is a means 
of uniting particular Members to 
Chriſt himſelf, who is {aid to be the 
Head of the Church.. Nor is it to be 
doubted that the Sacrament, by 
_—_ us to this Body of Chriſt, his 
Church, does thereby unite us unto 
| Chriſt 
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Chrift; or that the words of the A-- 
oftle now mentioned will bear that 
nſe ; but beſides this, this Text 

ſeems to import a higher and more 

immediate union, effected by a due 
receiving the bleſſed Sacrament, 
Firſt , Becauſe the Body, with 
which we are here by the Apoſtle 
ſaid to be One, muſt be that he 
ſpeaks of in the Verſe precceding 
theſe Words, where he faith, The 


| Bread which webreak, is it not the Com- 


munion of the Body of Chriſt ? Where 
the Body {poken of ſeems to be the 
ſame which the Apoſtle, 1 Cor.11.24. 
ſaith was broken, and St. Lake 22, 19, 
faith was given for us, which can be 
underſtood of no other Body than 
that which was ſacrificed on the 
Croſs. Again, ?tis probabis St. Paul 
uſed this Diſcourſe chiefiy to per- 
ſuade the converted Gentiles, not 
to eat of the Feſtival Sacrifices of ihe 
Idols they -had forſaken, by ſhewing 
them the inconſiſtence of partaking 

L4 of- 
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of the Table of the Lord, and the 
Table of Devils ; becauſe, faith he; 
they that participate of the Sa- 
crifices offered to falle Gods, do 
thereby partake of the nature of 
thoſe Gods to which they ſacrt- 
fice, the thing intimated in their 
having fellowſhip or communion 
with Devils, v. 20, and therefore you 
cannot partake of Jdol-Sacrifices, 
and by 'partaking thereof become 
united unto, and partake of the na- 
ture of Devils, and partake of the 
Table of the Lord, and by ſo dong, 
be united unto him, and participate 
of his pure and holy nature : For 
theſe are things ſo directly oppoſite, 
that to do both is impoflible; and 
this ſeems the ſtreſs of the Apolſtle's 
Argument. And that the reaſoning 
of the Apoſtle was thus underſtood 
by the converted Gentiles, is highly 
probable ; it being an Option com- 
monly received among them, that 
union with their Gods, and partaking 
of 
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of the very Nature of thoſe Demons, 
to which the Sacrifices were offered 
was always the effe& of cating of 
thoſe Sacrifices that were offered to 
them. So that from this Diſcourſe: 
of the Apoſtle, who aſſerts-partaking 
of the Cup of Bleſſing, to: be cons 
munion of the blood of Chrift, v.x6. 
and eating of the Bread, communion: 
of the Body of Chriſt, there ſeems. 
good grounds to conclude that eve- 
ry worthy Communicant, his parta-

Secondly, The vital Influences and 
ſaving Graces of God's holy Sg 
rit, are both conveyed unto_pood: 
Chriſtians, and cheriſhed in"them, 
and their ſpiritual Life preſerved by 
2 due participation of the Lord's 
Supper. As every Member of the: 
Body natural neceſſarily requires an 
Union with the Body ; and: being 
divided from, or deprived. of tho 
Spiritsthat animate the whole Body, 
does certainly periſh, and loſe its na- 
tural Life ; {o1t is inthe Body myſti- 
cal, if a Member be not united toit,. 
'or be deprived. of the Graces that | 
influence and animate that, Body ; 
it muſt ceaſe to be a living Member 
of that Body myſtical. At Baptiſm 
every Chriſtian is made a Member of 
Chriſt, as our Church teaches us ; 
and being fo made, does not only 
ſuppoſe our Incorporation into the 
| Church, 
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that Body ; and without which we : 
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Church, but likewiſe a participation 
of thoſe Graces that are common to 


could not be Members of it : ſo that 

it is this ſpiritual Life, or-our parta- - 
king of the Graces of God's Spirit, , 
that makes us living Members of - 
Chriſt ; and *tis by virtute of our. 
Union with Chriſt, and his Body the : 
Church, by which at firſt we- are - 
made, and continued partakers of 
the Graces of God's Spirit ; conſe-:. 
quently, he that refuſes the means by. 
which this Union is continued; that - 
is, the means whereby he is made-- 
one Body with Chriſt, viz. the bleſ-- 
ſed Sacrament , deprives himſelf: of ; 
the vital Influences neceſlary to pres - 
ſerve himaliving Member of Chrift*s', 
Body. And that this: is the conſe-.- 
quence of neglkeCting the Sacrament,: ,. 
nothing will be more evident, if the -: 
words .of St.. Joby 6. 53. Except yo » 
eat the Fleſh of the Son of Man, and. i 
drink his Blood, je have no Life in yos,*. 
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will bear the Interpretation of the 
Ancients ; who from thence fo high- 
ly afferted the indiſpenſable neceſſity 
of the Lord's Supper , that they 
adminiftred it to Infants, ſuppoſing 
their Salvation deſperate if they died 
without it. And this was probably 
the reaſon why our Saviour was 
pleaſed ro give us his Body and Blood 
under the Elements . of Bread 'and 
Wine, the common nouriſhment of 
the Natural Body ; that he might 
_ thereby thew us the neceſhty,as well 
of ſtrengthening and refreſhing our 
Souls by his Body,and Blood, [as our 
Church ſpeaks,) as of our Bodies by 
Bread and Wine; and teach us that 
the ſpiritual. Life of our Souls, can- 
not be preſerved without a frequent 
eating of our ſpiritual Food, no more 
than our Bodies can ſubfiſt without 
the Food that is natural. And how 
unreaſonable is it to- imagine, that 
thoſe that are by nature and cuſtom 
prone to do evil; that have created 
0 
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to themſelves a neceſſity of finning, 
ſhould yet do well without conſtant 
ſupplies from the Fountain of Grace 
and Goodneſs, that works in ns both 
to will and to do. : or to expeCt this 


ſupply, and yet negle&t the means 


by which God has promiſed and de- 
termined to give it us; the ſacred 
Myſtery, the holy Jefus purpoſely 


\ contrived to maintain the principle 


of Life and Regeneration, that firſt 
he gives, when at Baptiſm he ſets his 
Seal upon us and marks us his! And 
tet it be conlidered , that without 
this we cannot be Children of God; 
and according to the Apoſtle, Row: 
8. 9. & 14. If any Man have not the 
Spirit of Chriſt he i none of his ; that 
we partake of this Spirit by being 
one with Chriſt, and are made one 


with Chriſt, and Chriſt with us, by 


being made one Bread, as the Apoſtle 
ſpeaks. And from hence there wall 
appear the ſame neceſlity of external 


partaking of the Lord”s Supper, as of 


partaking of that Spirit of Chrift, 
with- 
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without which we are none of his. . 
I might farther urge the ſame argu. . 
ment from what our Saviour ſaith of 

abiding in'the Vine, John 15. 4. in. 
order to our bearing Fruit ; or that of ' 
John 6. 53. which the Church of God 
or ſome Ages underſtood 'of the 

Sacrament ; but. becauſe theſe of 
late have been conſidered at large by 
a better hand, I ſhall therefore pro- 
ceed, to ſhew the indiſpenſable necef: . 
fity of the bleſſed Sacrament, by 
ſhewing, Thirdly, how a due parta-- 
king thereof, does intitle to the be- 
nefits of og” Death, his Paſſion, . 
and Reſurrection. 

Os Thiraly, The great ar- 
ee ci, guments urged by St. . 
Death yy oh Paxl, as proof of the Re» 
and Reſurretti- {ſyrreQtion of our Bodies, . 
= to. Glory and Immorta- 
lity, are the Union betwixt Chriſt: 
and his Members, and their being 
quickned by the ſame Spirit. Chri/? - 
({auh the Apoſtle) was the firſt ” 
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of them that ſlept, 1 Cor. 15, 20.and 
hence, v. 23. concludes the Reſurre- 
Qion of thoſe that are his; and in 
| Rom. 8. 11. If the Spirit of him that 
#4iſed up Teſus from the dead dwell in 
' you, he that raiſed up Chriſt from the 
+ dead, ſhall alſo quicken your moxtal Bo- 
dies by his Spirit that dwelleth in you. 
And as the Spirit is only promiſed in 
the Covenant of Grace, ſo the pro- 
miſe of giving it, is to ſuch only as 
are caretul ro-jenter into, and per- 
form the condition of that covenant. - 
Therefore that. which. gives a reaſo- 
nable and well-grounded Aſſurance 
of God's performing to each Chri- 
ſtian in particular the conditions of 
this Covenant, is. his own care to 
make himſelf a party in that Cove- 
nant, by ſealing of it; and thereby 
tying himſelf to perform the condi- 
tions of the ſame ; conſequently the 
fraling of this Covenant, being the

jealed to Mankind by the death of

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every man ; and not thinking this e- 
wy out of his tenderneſs and com- 
paſſon to poor Sinners, he contri- 


veda way to admit them into this 


Covenant, and to give to every peni- 
tent Sinner in particular , repeated 
aſlurances of enjoying the Benefits 
thereof ; and therefore not only 
appointed the Sacrament of Baptiſm 
to admit us into this Covenant du- 
ring our Minority,but the Sacrament 
of the Lord's Supper, by which this 
Covenant might be perſonally ſealed 
by every Sinner ; and God ſeals to 
every Sinner thoſe Bleſfings in gene- 


ral promiſed. Now theſe being the 


ends for which theſe holy Rites were 
inſtituted ; he that at Baptiſm 1s ad- 
mitted into this Covenant by virtue 
of a Promife (made by others 1n his 
Name) to obſerve the Conditions of 
it; if he refuſe when he comes of 
Age to ratifie this Covenant, and 
by ſealing it to make himſelf a Par- 
ty to it, and take upon him the Ob- 

ligation 
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ligation to, perform the Conditions 
it requires 's he has no more reaſon 
ro expect the Benefits of this Cove- 
nant, than Minors to expect the ad- 
vantage ofa Contract made for them, 
by their Guardians, which them 
ſelves,come to Ape, refule to confirm, 
Therefore fuch Perſons as wiltully 
refuſe to come to the Lord's Table,

This Man 
after he had offered one Sacrifice for 
fins, for ever ſat down on the right hand 
of God ; and by one offering, hath per- 
fetted for ever them that are ſanitified ; 
4nd where there is remiſſion, there is no 
more offering for fin. Therefore what 
remains,

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remains, is, that there ſhould be a 
kcond kind of Sacrifice among Chri- 
Hans, to anſwer to the Applicatory 
Sacrifice among the Jews; and this 
can be no other than that Enchari- 
ftical federal Sacrifice, by which the 
merit and efficacy of the Sacrifice of 
Chriſt, is applied to every Chriſtian ; 
and the Covenant made with all, is 
ratified with every ſingle Believer. 

Fifrhly, Beſides all this, _ 

how great a Diſhonour is 1/994 
it to our Saviour and his 

Goſpel, to imagine, that He who 
came on purpoſe to redeem us from 
the Fewith Yoak, and give us fuch a 
Religion as might be a reaſonable 
Service, ſhould ever appoint this as 

a ſtanding and perpetual Duty , if 
he did not think it neceffary to Sal- 
vation? And;that the Apoſtles, the 
Primitive Chriftians, and all Chri- 
nary oY few miſ-guided 
men in this laſt Century) did, and 
ſtill do, apprehend it a neceſſary , 
though 
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tho? an ordinary means of Salvation, 
is as manifeſt as theiruſage of it, or 
as that there is the face of a Chriſtian 
Church in the World. | 
 Sixthly, And if any ſtreſs may be 
put on a Parable, from the Sentence 
pronounced. on thoſe that made ex- 
cuſes for .not coming to the Wed- 
ding Feaſt, *tis manifeſt our Saviour 
intended that this Sacrament ſhould 
be thought thus neceſſary : And that 
he will pronounce them unworthy 
to taſte of his Supper, that will not 
come when they are bidden. And 
certainly , the only reaſon of that 
dreadfull Sentence againſt him that 
came in to the Feaſt without a Wed- 
ding Garment, was the very ſame 
Offence that they are charged with- 
all, that did neglect it ; that 1s, he 
was unworthy to taſte of his Supper : 
And if the guilt be the ſame 1n the 
negligent and the unworthy, the Sen- 
tence will certainly be the ſame too, 
Bind them, and caſt them into utter 
darkneſs. 
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Derkneſ. A great deal more might 
be ſaid on this SubjeCt ; but this is 
enough to all, but men willfully 
blind, and reſolved upon thetr 
ruine. - 

Seventhly, Tt remains qu, 
therefore that I beſeech commending 
every Chriſtian by the re- ty to prattice, 
ard to his own Soul, that whilſt he 
s careful not to intrude on the 
Lord's Supper, not come without a 
Wedding Garment, he be as careful, 
leſt he 1njure his own Soul by his 
neglect thereof ; and by his refuſal, 
provoke his Lord to that heavy Sen- 
tence,he is unworthy to taſte of my Sup- 
fer, Let no little excuſes ſerve th 
turn, but have a care, leſt by ron 
leſs ſcruples thou deftroy that for 
which Chriff dyed, Will a neat 
and well dreſſed Apology, for neg- 
lect of thy Cloths, keep thee warm 
without them ? Or when thou art 
hungry, canſt thou charm thy Appe- 
tite by magnifying the danger of a 

M Surfeit ? 
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Surfeit, and contented ly ſtarve th 
ſelf for fear thou ſhouldſt dye with 
eating? And wilt thou bethus fa- 
vage and barbarous-to thy own Soul, 
in a thing that ſo nearly concernsthy 
welfare ; and refuſe the paſſionate 
Invitation of thy Lord, to the high. 
eſt and moſt myſterious Union, even 
that by which thou art made one 
with Chriſt? Wilt thou refuſe that 
Sacred Banquet God has provided at 
the price of the Death and Sufferings 
of his eternal Son, and deſigned on 
purpoſe to ſeal thy Pardon and Peace? 
Remember then, as oft as thou art 
tempted to a neglect of this Duty, 
at once thou ſlighteſt the higheſt In- 
ſtance of a Saviour's Love, and one 
of the greateſt Bleſſings that God 
vouchated unto Mankind : Thou 
robbeſt thy ſelf of a Mercy, and 
diſobeyeſt a Command thy Saviour 
purchaſed and ſealed with his Blood : 
therefore let every Chriſtian, as he 
tenders his eternal welfare, as he re- 

| gards 
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ob the Command and deareſt 
ledg of a Saviour”s Love, or the 
neceſhties of his own Soul, reſolve 
never to turn his Back on the Table _ 
of the Lord ; but as often as thy 
Lord invites thee to this Table, and 
thou art beſeeched in Chriſt's ſtead by 
thoſe that attend upon his Service, 
make no excuſes, but come and be 
reconciled unto God, And now 
that he who has appointed this re- 
membrance of his Charity and Com- 

ion, and commanded us to come 
in, that his Table may be filled, may 
accept thee, I ſhall enlarge to ſhew 
what Preparation is requiſite to make 
a devout and worthy Commuicant.

a ſolemn opportunity to prepare 
themſelves. Let them be catefu | not 
to court ſuch Buſineſs as may be an 
hindrance, but they muſt be likewiſe 
Ao, not to ſerve God\with excuſts. 
Let them remember that the Apoſtles 
communicated daily, the !'rimitive 
Chriſtians weekly, yet did not aban- 
don the World, nor renounce their 
lawful worldly Concerns, and that 
they were Men of like Paſſions with 
our ſelves. I ſay not this to diſcou- 
rage a ſolemn Preparation, for I 
think we cannot be too careful and 
ſerious in a matter of ſo great mo- 
ment and importance ; but that by 
preſcribing Rules for Preparation, IL 
may not lay a Snare for pious and 
well diſpoſed Perſons ; nor be a

tion as they do wiſh for ; but let 
them reſolve their Scruples in our Sa- 


viours Words, One ought to be done, 


but the other muſt not be left undone ;

means omit the Duty of receiving : 
Having reſolved upon that, do all
